which the plant and franchise was 
mortg ag ed. 
And pay ¿ 1.5,000 per 
year to the M. \VT r. & B. Co. for 
power. 
In consideration whereof, the Lig ht 
Co. turned over to the city the arc 
lig ht plant and certain material, and 
the ii W. P. & B. Co. g ave the city 
g round for power house and furnish 
500 horse power for twenty years. 
In fig uring cm the profit or loss to 
the city nnder the above contract, we 
must allow that it would cost the 
city from 12,500 to $3,500 per year 
as the plant increased, to run their 
plant by steam, besides a heavy in­ 
vestment for boilers and eng ine. And 
that the mill lot was worth sorne- 
thing - 
But whether the contracts be pro­ 
fitable or otherwise, it was made in 
g ood faith and the city has g one and 
expended about $18 ,000 in buying 
other 
material 
and 
putting 
in 
a water wheel and power house on 
the land above mentioned. 
When interest became due on the 
bonds above mentioned it was de­ 
faulted, and a like default was made 
on all other bouds issued bv the city. 
Now the quest ten is, bhall the con­ 
tract with the Lig ht Co., be carried 
out without law suits and city bonds 
lie issued to pay the $18 ,000 indebted­ 
ness above mentioned, or fthall we j 
drop the contract altog ether, which 
means a loss of a larg e part of the 
money invested. 
It seems to me 
to be out of the question that we 
should abandon our lig hting after 
spending so much on it, and that j 
any man who advocates such a thing , I 
is alowiag his personal prejudice* I 
to run away with his reason and his 
reg ard for the city’s welfare. If 
bonds be not issued to ¡» ay the $18 ,- J 
000, it must be levied as taxes next j 
year which is not a pleasant thoug ht 
as our tax this year is thirty-four 
mulls, due, not to the extravag ance of 
the city, but to the boad of education 
and county. Tho levy is only $0.000 
for the city and it used to be $10.000 
years ag o. If taxes be hig h people 
with money will not invest in Brain­ 
erd either in lots or personal prop­ 
erty. 
in conclusion it seems to me that 
in view of the excellent lig ht we have, 
the small exist of running hereafter, 
the fact that the railroad company 
is m&kuur preparations to use it, and 
the farther fact, which may not be 
g enerally known, that the railroad 
company has been offered all the 
land and power and almost every­ 
thing else they want to remove their 
plant to Little Fall, 
from which 
place it is only a question of a short 
time when a cut-off to Wadena will 
be built; that it is necessary that 
citizens of Brainerd and especially 
men who have their all invested here 
should unite in action for the well- 
faie and piosperity of the city, not 
quarrelling over something which 
has already been done and which, in 
the opinion of the city attorney and 
other outside attorneys binds the city 
irrevocably, besides injuring the city’s 
credit. The coir> ing summer will 
decide Bramerds future so far 
many of us are concerned.

expenditures needed in j» erf**cting 
the electric light 
plant. 
Almost 
simultaneously with this notice, I 
received many letters and resolutions 
from Brainerd protesting against the 
passage of either of the bills. Being 
thuse aware that there was not an 
agreement among the people, I w rote 
the city clerk to see the members of 
the council, and if they wanted to 
have a talk about the matter I would 
be pleased to meet them Saturday 
evening last 
Upon going home 
I heard nothing of any meeting 
having been called and supposed 
that the suggestion had not met 
the views of the council. I am now 
at a loss to know what to do or how 
to act iu the matter. I want to do 
what the jieople wouldjhavo me do* I 
am hear for that purpose*. It makes 
no differance to me how I feel per­ 
sonally, nor how any other single in­ 
dividual feels. W’hat I want to know 
is, what do the people want. This I 
must know before I can do anything. 
If there is a division among the peo­ 
ple, and such a disagreement as to 
make it impossible for me to find out 
what the actual public feeling is, I 
can do nothing. Now, the idea that 
nothing will be done, but let the 
the matter drift along and leave me 
to shoulder the responsibility of the 
results, is one which I do not up- 
firove, 
and 
I 
now 
take 
the 
iberty of so putting the whole mat­ 
ter before the people and the res­ 
ponsibility will rest with them and 
not with me. I do not propose to 
go over the history of this contro­ 
versy, nor will I express 
myself 
either for or against the proposed 
legislation. It is quite enough.! 
me to know that the i» eople 
divided, can’t agree and apparently 
so far do not propose to agree. If 
there is not interest enough taken by 
the people to come to some under­ 
standing about the matter, the only 
safe way for me is to simply do noth­ 
ing. In other words, I will do as they 
do—nothing. I am here to serve the 
people. I am their representative. 
But I want to say that as long as 
they remain inactive I can do noth­ 
ing. I would suggest that a public 
meeting be called and let the mat­ 
ter be discussed. It may lie that if 
the whole matter was understood, an 
agreement 
might be arrived at. 
Ono thing is certain, that at the 
present time it appears to me that 
my duty is plain, and if the peop,e 
w ant me to act they must, in some 
way, get together and let me know 
what is wanted. I have written this 
between times and hope it will not be 
misunderstood, for it is with the de­ 
sire to do the right thing by and 
between my many friends that I 
wnrite.

E ditor Dispatch:—There seems to 
be some misundertandiug existing 
among a few of our citizens as to the J 
state of affairs between the city and 
the Brainerd Light Co., and as 11 
understand it, our representative does j 
not want to comply with certain re- ; 
quests of the city council until the peo-1 
pie are instructed as to how matters 
stand and he finds what their desire 
is. 
As a taxpayer I am interested in j 
seeing the matter arranged in such 
manner as will keep our taxes at the 
lowest possible amount, and suppose 
that every taxpayer, large or small. 


At the last city election a number j Our reliable make of clothing, whicii

first act almost was to repudiate, 
legally or illegally, the electric light 
contract between the city and the 
Electric Light Co„ which it was 
thought was very one-sided. 
They, 
thus acting, as they claim upon the 
direct advice of their constituents, 
made tho following contract with 
the Electric Light C o, to-wit: The 
city purchased the company’s fran­ 
chise and plant and in payment 
therefor agreed to assume |&0,000 
of bonds 
therefor issued by the 
Light Co., to secure payment of 
which the plant and franchise was 
mortgaged. 
And pay $15,000 per 
year to the M. W. P. & B. Co. for 
power. 
In consideration whereof, the Light 
Co. turned over to the city the arc 
light plant and certain material, and 
the M. W. P. & B. Co. gave the city 
ground for power house and furnish 
500 horse power for twenty years. 
In figuring on the profit or loss to 
the city under the above contract, we 
must allow that it would cost the 
city from £2,500 to $3,500 per year 
as the plant increased, to run their 
plant by steam, besides a heavy in­ 
vestment for boilers and engine. And 
that the mill lot was worth some­ 
thing* 
But whether the contracts be pro­ 
fitable or otherwise, it was made in 
good faith and the city has gone and 
expended about $18,000 in buying 
other 
material 
and 
putting 
in 
a water wheel and power house on 
the land above mentioned. 
When interest became due on the I 
bonds above mentioned it was de­ 
faulted, and a like default was made 
on all other bouds issued by the city. 
Now the questien is, shall the con­ 
tract with the Light Co., be carried 
out without law suits and city bonds 
be issued to pay the $18,000 indebted­ 
ness above mentioned, or shall we 
drop the contract altogether, which 
means a loss of a large part of the 
money 
invested. 
It seems to me 
to be out of the question that we 
should abandon our lighting after 
spending so much on it, and that 
any man who advocates such a thing, 
is alowing his personal prejudices 
to run away with his reason and his 
regard for the city’s welfare. 
If 
bonds be not issued to pay the $18,- 
000, it must be levied as taxes next 
year which is not a pleasant thought 
as our tax this year is thirty-four 
mills, due, not to the extravagance of 
the city, but to the Ixiad of education 
and county. 
The levy is only $0,000 
for the city and it used to be $ 1 0 ,0 0 0 j 
years ago.

In conclusion it seems to me that 
in view of the excellent light we have, 
the small cost of running hereafter, 
the fact that the railroad company 
is making preparations to use it, and 
the further fact, which may not be 
generally known, that the railroad 
company has been offered all the 
land and power and almost every­ 
thing else they want to remove their 
plant to Little Fall, 
from which 
place it is only a question of a short 
time when a cut-off to Wadena will 
be built; that it is necessary that 
citizens of Brainerd and especially 
men who have their all invested here 
should unite in action for the well- 
faie and ptusperity of the city, not 
quarrelling over something which 
has already been done and which, in 
the opinion of the city attorney and 
other outside attorneys binds the city 
irrevocably, besides injuring the city's 
credit. The coming summer will 
decide Bramerd’s mture so far as 
many of us are concerned.

E d it o r D is p a t c h :—There seems to 
be some misundertanding existing 
among a few of our citizens as to the 
state of affairs between the city and 
the Brainerd Light Co., and as I 
understand it, our representative does 
not want to comply with certain re­ 
quests of the city council until the peo­ 
ple are instructed as to how matters 
stand and he finds what their desire 
is. 
As a taxpayer I am interested in 
seeing the matter arranged in such 
manner as will keep our taxes at the 
lowest possible amount, and suppose 
that every taxpayer, large or small, 
is of the same mind. 
At the last city election a number 
of alderman were elected who were 
know to be ‘‘anti-Kindred.’’ 
Their 
first act almost was to repudiate, 
legally or illegally, the electric light 
contract between the city and the 
Electric Light Co,, which it was 
thought was very one-sided. 
They, 
thus acting, as they claim upon the 
direct advice of their constituents, 
made tho following contract with 
the Electric Light Co, to-wit: The 
city purchased the company’s fran­ 
chise and plant and in payment 
therefor agreed to assume 140,000 
of bonds 
therefor issued by the 
Light Co., to secure payment of 
which the plant and franchise was 
mortgaged. 
And pay £15,000 per 
year to the M. W. P. Sc B. Co. for 
power. 
In consideration whereof, the Light 
Co. turned over to the city the arc 
light plant and certain material, and 
the M. W. P. Sc B. Co. gave the city 
ground fo r power house and furnish 
oOO horse power for twenty years. 
In figuring on the profit or loss to 
the city under the above contract, we 
must allow that it would cost the 
city from 12,500 to $3,500 per year 
as the plant increased, to run their 
plant by steam, besides a heavy in­ 
vestment for boilers and engine. And 
that the mill lot was worth some­ 
thing- 
But whether the contracts be pro­ 
fitable or otherwise, it was made in 
good faith and the city has gone and 
expended about $18,000 rn buying 
other 
material 
and 
putting 
in 
a water wheel and power house on 
the land above mentioned. 
When interest became due on the 
bonds above mentioned it was de­ 
faulted, and a like default was made 
on all other bouds issued by the city. 
Now the question is, shall the con­ 
tract with the Light Co., be carried 
out without law suits and city bonds 
lie issued to pay the $18,000 indebted­ 
ness above mentioned, or shall we 
drop the contract altogether, which 
means a loss of a large part of the 
money 
invested. 
It seems to me 
to be out of the question that we 
should abandon our lighting after 
spending so much on it, and that 
any man who advocates such a thing, 
is alowing his personal prejudices 
to run away with his reason and his 
regard for the city’s welfare. 
If 
bonds be not issued to pay the $18,- 
000, it must be levied as taxes next 
year which is not a pleasant thought 
as our tax this year is thirty-four 
mills, due, not to the extravagance of 
the city, but to the boad of education 
and county. 
Tho levy ia only $0,000 
for the city and it used to be $10,000 
years ago. 
If taxes be high people 
with money will not invest in Brain­ 
erd either in lots or personal prop­ 
erty. 
In conclusion it seems to me that 
in view of the excellent light we have, 
the small cost of running hereafter, 
the fact that the railroad company 
is making preparations to use it, and 
the further fact, which may not be 
generally known, that the railroad 
company has been offered all the 
land and power and almost every­ 
thing else they want to remove their 
plant to Little 
Fall, 
from which 
place it is only a question of a short 
time when a cut-off to Wadena will 
be built; that it is necessary that 
citizens of Brainerd and especially 
men who have their all invested here 
should unite in action for the well- 
far b ami p*u»periiy of the city, not 
quarrelling over something which 
has already been done and which, in 
the opinion of the city attorney and 
other outside attorneys binds the city 
irrevocably, besides injuring the city’s 
credit. 
The coming summer will 
decide Bramerd’s future so far as 
many of us are concerned.

A vast 
crowd of people from the neighboring tene­ 
ments gathered at the scene. All of them 
were in sympathy with the strikers, and their 
presence ami cries fended to increase the in­ 
tense excitement that reigned in the immedi­ 
ate vicinity of the ferry. John Mahoney, a 
clerk in the office, drove the car. He is the 
same man who took out the first car during 
the last strike on this line. The car stood a lit­ 
tle while before a start was made. It was sur­ 
rounded by an ever-increasing throng that 
ye!led itself hoarse. The polite were strung 
along Grand street about one to a block. At 
last the car started, and the crowd began to 
make mischief. A track was driven on the 
car tracks. A police officer tri**d to interfere, 
but was carried off bis feet by the securing 
mob. This obstacle was removed and the car 
passed on. Halts were made on almost every 
(dock. Other trucks were placed on the car 
tracks, but were quickly removed. At Grand 
and Attorney strret# another heavy furniture 
wagon barred the way and stopped the car. 
The crowd surrounded the car aud unhitched 
the horses. They were given a sharp blow 
and started off, almost dragging the driver 
over the front of the car. 
Despite the police, 
however, the mob lifted the car bodily and 
slang it across tlie track, 
l’olire kept dash­ 
ing up all the time and attacked tin* strug­ 
gling strickers. A moment or two of thisand 
the crowd became disordered, and began to 
scatter. 
The police hud gained the day. Tbe 
fight had lieen short but decisive. The trouble 
w as not over yet. however. The police cap­ 
tured one of the ringleaders, and in court lie 
was fined. The car by this time was righted 
nn l the horses bitched to it. 
It was drawn 
to the other and taken back to the stable. 
While the strikers do not hesitate to at­ 
tack and iie.-if the new men employed by the 
roads, they disperse without offering serious 
resistance when police appear on the scene. 
Superintendent of Police Murray expresses 
the determination to give the protection of 
the laws to the companies and their work­ 
men. In Brooklyn the situation is reversed. 
The police iu that city offer no protection to 
tlie companies of their present employes. 
The sympathy is entirely with the strikers, 
and but lit tie effort ap|tears to be made to 
enforce the law. In consequence of this, the 
street railroad companies of that city have 
n Lit made any effort to run cars.

W a s h i n g t o n , Jan. 28 —The nearly uni­ 
versal conv*ction that the mocaentoas ques­ 
tion of the next cabinet ha* been all but de­ 
cided at Indianapolis, and the general agree­ 
ment of public conjecture upon tts main 
features open the way to a review of the 
convereing streams of circumstances and 
event w'hich have led up so nearly to tbe 
linul culmination. 
It is not prudent to take 
anything for granted until Gen. Harrison’s 
conclusions are announced upon his own 
authority. The unanimity of conjecture, 
bow'over, furnishes a sufficiently substantial 
framework for reminiscent comment. These 
things may be takeu for granted: That Alli­ 
son is Gen. Harrison’s choice for the treas­ 
ury; that Hberuian is no longer thought of 
for any position; that Blnine is most likely 
to be secretary of state, for the re.ison that 
no other Republican leader of equal rank 
cares to contest the place with him; that 
New York is unlikely to be represented in 
any pro.i inent place; that John Wariamaker 
wbl have some por folio; that no other sen­ 
ator than Allison will L»e called into the cabi­ 
net, and tliat the smaller places will be given 
to men relatively qualified for them, like 
Geu.

“ How <lo the Hies get into the 
house with screens in nil of the win- 
di^ws and doors? is a question nf'k- 
h! by hundreds of housewives who 
are annoyed by the pests. A natur­ 
alist who has looked closely into the 
habits of the fly said: “The swarms 
of fiies that are so troublesome dur­ 
ing the hitter part of summer and in 
the fall hatch out in the horns*. 
The 
screens shut them in instead of keep­ 
ing them out, and really do more 
harm than good. It is physically 
impossible to keep every fiy out of 
the house in summer time, but byex- 
errising a little rare thousands of 
them may l>e excluded. 
“ Nearly all the trouble is caused 
by about a dozen sluggish specimens 
that emerge from tli«‘ir winter re­ 
treats on the first warm days of 
spring. They may Is? found on the 
sunny windows of any room not in 
constant use. They should be killed 
at ona*. as they deposit the eggs 
from which the millions of summer 
flies are batched. They are prolitv 
insects, and one old fiy is capable ol 
populating a whole bouse with proge­ 
ny in a single summer. 
Instead ot 
killing the first fiy of the season, 
many people make a pet of it. Its 
sluggishness and half-frozen condi­ 
tion excite pity, and it is not unusu­ 
al for the most careful housekeeper 
to feed and warm it out of pure ten­ 
der-heartedness. 
A 
folded towel 
should be kept handy, and the early 
fiies killed as soon as they appear. 
Then if care is taken to leave uo 
particles of food and sugar scattered 
around the kitchen and dining-room, 
and to keep all substances on which 
fiies feed covered, there will lie no 
tr o u b le from fiies. 
Some fn milieu 
who take these precautions even dis­ 
pense with screens in the windows 
and doors. If the fiies come in from 
outdoors they find nothing to live 
on. and seek more congenial quarters. 
It is l>est to use screens, however, as 
damp and rainy weather invariably 
drives fiies into the house, and they 
are troublesome until it is clear and 
warm outside. 


Perfect Music Books 
Riilroad Mile*j*e, 
The number of inhabitants to each 
mile of railroad in 18.NO was 2.571- 
while in 1**7 this number was only 
112; and the decrease has l een so 
steady as to admit of representation 
by curve which seems to be hyperbolic 
in character. Th**re was a conspicuous 
interruption in the curve at the time 
of the civil war, and another after the 
panic of 1*73, but its nature is not 
materially affected Ly these distur­ 
bance-. Estimating the future in­ 
crease of population on the basis of 
past, tlie prolongation of the curve 
would indicate for 1*90 u population 
of 396 to the mile of railroad, and 
the limit of the curve would 
tie 
approximately reached in l*9H,with 
a population per mile of 325. It 
would appear, therefore, that th- 
"normal rate of railroad building for 
the five years from 1**5 to 1*90 is 
about 8.000 miles a year, and that 
9,000 miles would be in excess ot the 
limit indicated by the curve.—New 
York Telegram,

The Western Electrician defines the 
position of most newpapers when it 
says: The daily press, as a whole, 
has taken a decided stand against 
that clause of the law providing for 
the substitution of electricity for the 
halter in New York State, which for­ 
bids the publication of descriptions of 
executions. 
District Attorney Fellows of New 
York city holds that the provision 
unconstitutional.

Among those w hom the sheriff bas a 
right under the law to invite to wit­ 
ness the execution, there is no reason 
w hy newspajier reporters may not lie 
invited. In fact, they probably will 
be present. If they were not invited 
what is there to prevent myself or 
any one present to recite the facts in 
conversation after the execution is 
over? To forbid that I should recite the 
facts would be to forbid free speech. 
Aud furthermore, w hat does a report­ 
er do but recite the tacts to half a 
million readers, instead of te a group 
of friends. Ofcourse. if an indictment 
shonld lie found against an editor or 
a reporter for printing and reporting 
the execution, I should be compelled 
to prosecute, but in my opinion the 
judge would hold the law to be un­ 
constitutional, or at any rate the 
trial would not result in a convic­ 
tion.”

Being 
thus© aware that there was not an 
agreement among the people. I wrote 
the city clerk to sec the members of 
ihe council, and if they wanted to 
have a talk about the matter I would 
be pleased to meet them Saturday 
evening last. 
Upon going home 
I heard nothing of any meeting 
having been called and supposed 
that the suggestion had not met 
the views of the council. 
I am now 
at a loss to know what to do or how 
to act in the matter. I want to do 
what the people wouldjhave me do. I 
am hear for that purpose. It makes 
no differauce to me how' I feel per­ 
sonally, nor how any other single in­ 
dividual feels. What I want to know 
is, what do the people want. 
This I 
must know before I can do anything. 
If there is a division among the peo­ 
ple, and such a disagreement as to 
make it impossible for me to find out 
what the actual public feeling is, I 
can do nothing. 
Now, the idea that 
nothing will be done, but let the 
the matter drift along and leave me

iberty of so putting the whole mat­ 
ter before the people and the res­ 
ponsibility will rest with them and 
not with me. I do not propose to 
go over the history of this contro­

If 
there is not interest enough taken by 
the people to come to some under­ 
standing about the matter, the only 
safe way for me is to simply do noth­ 
ing.
